On Air, Bush Vows Justice 


Calls Iraq abuses ‘abhorrent’ in Arab network interviews 


WASHINGTON | Acknowledging mistakes 
but stopping short of an apology, President 
Bush told the Arab world on Wednesday 
that Americans are appalled by the abuse 
and deaths of Iraqi prisoners at the hands 
of U.S. soldiers. He promised that “justice 
will be delivered.” 

Bush went on two Arabic-language tele- 
vision networks to take charge of the admin- 
istration’s damage-control efforts. 

Interviewed on the U.S.-sponsored Al- 
Hurra television network, Bush said that 
Iraqis “must understand that I view those 
practices as abhorrent. They must also under- 
stand that what took place in that prison does 
not represent the America that I know.”

Bush said he remained confident in Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld, but White 
House aides said the president let Rumsfeld 
know he was not satisfied with the way he was 
informed about the unfolding controversy. 

In particular, Bush was unhappy he was not 
told about pictures before they were shown on 
television or about a 2-month-old Pentagon 
report before it turned up in the news. 

Portraying itselfas the provider of freedom 
in Iraq, the administration finds itself rocked 
by condemnation over pictures of American 
soldiers gloating over naked prisoners and 
scenes of abuse at the U.S.-run Abu Ghraib 


prison near Baghdad. 

Angry lawmakers called Rumsfeld to 
Capitol Hill to testify on Friday while Senate 
leaders — Republicans and Democrats alike 
— discussed a Senate resolution to condemn 
the abuses. The number of prisoner deaths 
in Iraq and Afghanistan known to be under 
U.S. investigation or already blamed on 
Americans rose to 14. 

While Bush did not offer an apology, 
Condoleezza Rice, his national security 
adviser, had said Tuesday that “we are deeply 
sorry for what has happened.” 

Asked why Bush had not apologized, White 
House press secretary Scott McClellan said: 
“Tm saying it now for him.” Terence HUNT (AP)

Weather Helps in Battle 
Against Calif. Wildfires 


CORONA, CALIF. | Aided by cooler 
weather and diminishing winds, 
firefighters on Wednesday gained 
the upper hand on a trio of wild- 
fires that have burned more than 
22,000 acres and destroyed at least 
14 homes in Southern California. 
Thousands of people remained 
evacuated from their homes as 
the two largest fires in Riverside 
County, an inland region east of Los 
Angeles, ate up acres of grass and 
low-lying scrub. Firefighters aggres- 
sively battled the blazes overnight, 
getting relief from triple-digit tem- 
peratures and strong wind gusts. 
A marine layer was expected to 


move into Southern California, 
increasing moisture that could 
help slow the spread of the fires. 
Temperatures were expected to drop 
to the low- to mid-80s for the rest 
of the week. 

The fire season started Monday, 
three weeks earlier than last year 
due to dry weather and a tree-kill- 
ing bark beetle infestation. 

The 11,000-acre Cerrito Fire 
still threatens about 1,000 homes 
and 12 commercial buildings in the 
northeastern Lake Elsinore area. 
Fire officials expected the blaze 
to be contained by early Friday.

Bush to Request 
$25B for Iraq War 


Administration had 


planned to wait until 
2005 for more funds 


WASHINGTON | The Bush adminis- 
tration asked Congress Wednesday 
for an additional $25 billion for U.S. 
operations in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
congressional Republicans said, a 
retreat from the White House’s ear- 
lier plans not to seek such money 
until after the November elections. 

White House budget chief 
Joshua Bolten and Deputy Defense 
Secretary Paul Wolfowitz went to 
the Capitol to present the proposal 
to House Speaker Dennis Hastert, 
R-Ill., Senate Majority Leader 
Bill Frist, R-Tenn., and other top 
Republicans. 

Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee Chairman John Warner, R-Va., 
said Frist had told him of the pro- 
posal. 


“I approve. Good move,” Warner 
told reporters. 

The request comes amid an 
intensified Iraqi insurrection that 
has inflicted steady casualties on 
Americans and forced the Pentagon 
to plan on keeping more troops in 
the country next year than the 
administration had planned. 

The $25 billion would be for the 
federal budget year that begins next 
Oct. 1, House aides said. 

In February, President Bush’s 
budget omitted any funds for U.S. 
military and reconstruction activi- 
ties in Iraq and Afghanistan next 
year. Bolten said at the time that 
the administration’s 2005 request 
for Iraq could be up to $50 billion, 
and said the request would not come 
until at least next January. 

For months, administration offi- 
cials had insisted they had enough 
money to last until the new year.

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CVS Backs Drug Imports 


Pharmacy chief asks 
panel to heed call for 
cheaper prescriptions 


WASHINGTON | Breaking with others 
in his industry, the chief executive of 
CVS Pharmacy called Wednesday 
for legalizing imports of prescrip- 
tion drugs. The statement by the 
nation’s largest wholesale purchas- 
er of prescription medicines came 
a day after the Bush administra- 
tion’s health secretary said legaliz- 
ing imports appears inevitable. 
Support is also growing in 
Congress, even among Republicans 
who previously opposed importa- 
tion but now say constituents are 


clamoring for relief from soaring 
prescription prices. 

“Millions of Americans have 
already opted to import drugs 
because they can’t afford not to. 
We owe it to them to face this issue 
head on and not look the other way,” 
Thomas Ryan, CVS chairman and 
chief executive officer, told a gov- 
ernment task force. 

Ryan is the first executive of a 
large drugstore chain to support 
importing drugs from countries 
where prices are controlled by gov- 
ernments so that people can fill pre- 
scriptions more cheaply than they 
can at U.S. pharmacies. Ryan said 
such a move would be a recognition 
of reality — a growing, somewhat 


shadowy business enterprise that 
he said is valued at $2.5 billion to 
$3 billion a year. 

The government panel is consid- 
ering whether and how drugs could 
be safely imported from Canada and 
elsewhere. 

The Bush administration and 
Republican leaders in Congress, as 
well as the pharmaceutical indus- 
try, have opposed legalizing drug 
imports, citing safety concerns. 

However, on Tuesday, Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson said he believes 
Congress will pass a bill this year 
allowing imports and he would 
advise President Bush not to stand 
in its Way.

Mixed Reviews for Electronic Voting 


WASHINGTON | A state election offi- 
cialon Wednesday cautioned against 
a last-minute rush to back up elec- 
tronic voting with paper receipts, 
telling a federal commission that a 
change before the November elec- 
tion would create unnecessary con- 
fusion for voters and poll workers. 

However, another expert tes- 
tifying before the U.S. Election 
Assistance Commission warned that 
such voting devices are vulnerable 
and flawed and called an additional 


paper system the only short-term 
solution for avoiding another dis- 
puted presidential election. 

Since switching to electronic 
voting in 2002, voters in Georgia 
have overwhelmingly supported the 
system with few complaints, said 
Kathy Rogers, director of election 
administration in Georgia’s secre- 
tary of state office. 

However, Aviel D. Rubin, acom- 
puter science professor at Johns 
Hopkins University, said electronic 


voting systems are terrible and advo- 
cated an additional paper system. 

Many states are considering leg- 
islation to require a paper record of 
every vote cast because of technol- 
ogy some experts consider poten- 
tially faulty or vulnerable to attack. 
About 50 million Americans this 
fall are expected to use the ATM- 
like voting machines, which states 
rushed to get to replace paper bal- 
lots after Florida’s hanging-chad 
fiasco in 2000. Hore YEN (AP)

3 Election Workers Killed 
Two British election workers and 
their Afghan interpreter were slain 
Wednesday in eastern Afghanistan, 
the first fatalities in a string of 
assaults on U.N. staff preparing 
for crucial balloting. The United 
Nations said the killings would slow 
a drive to register some 10 million 
Afghans for the September vote, 
but officials promised to press on 
despite the surging Taliban-led 
violence. (ap)

Israel Funneled $6.5M to 
Illegal W. Bank Settlements 
Israel’s Housing Ministry has spent 
millions of dollars on unauthorized 
construction in the West Bank, a 
government report said Wednesday. 
The report, issued by the watchdog 
state comptroller, detailed how the 
Housing Ministry funneled about 
$6.5 million for illegal construction. 
Israel is obligated under the U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan to 
dismantle dozens of unauthorized 
West Bank outposts. (ap) 


PAKISTAN 

Authorities Uncover Plot to 
Bomb Plane Bound for UAE 
Pakistani intelligence has uncovered 
aplot bya small band of terrorists to 
hijack and possibly blow up a plane 
bound for the United Arab Emirates, 
Prime Minister Zafarullah Khan 
Jamali said Wednesday, prompting 
the nation to put its airports on “red 
alert.” There was no indication when 
the plot was due to be carried out or 
if it involved al Qaeda. (ap) 


Apologies for Abu Ghraib 


Top U.S. generals try to make amends for abuse 


ABU GHRAIB, IRAQ | The commander 
of U.S.-run prisons in Iraq apolo- 
gized Wednesday for the abuse of 
prisoners by American guards and 
said he will invite observers from 
the Red Cross and Iraqi government 
into Abu Ghraib prison. 

Inmates shouted protests about 
mistreatment as Maj. Gen. Geoffrey 
Miller led journalists through the 
lockup, the scene of photographs 
that showed Iraqi prisoners being 
abused by smiling U.S. guards. 
Prison authorities did not allow 
the journalists to speak to or pho- 
tograph detainees. 

“I would like to apologize for our 
nation and for our military for the 


small number of soldiers who com- 
mitted illegal or unauthorized acts 
here at Abu Ghraib,” Miller said. 

Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt, the 
spokesman for the U.S. command, 
also apologized. “My Army has been 
shamed by this,” he said. 

The Army says it’s conducting 
criminal probes of 10 prisoner 
deaths in U.S. custody in Afghan- 
istan and Iraq, beyond two already 
ruled homicides. And a U.S. intelli- 
gence official, who requested ano- 
nymity, said the CIA is investigating 
two more deaths. That brought to 
14 the number of prisoner deaths 
blamed on Americans or under U.S.

U.S. Steps Up 
Pressure on 
Radical Shiite 


NAJAF, IRAQ | U.S.-led forces 
launched their biggest assault yet 
against militiamen loyal to a radi- 
cal Shiite cleric, raiding hideouts 
in several cities Wednesday. At 
least 15 Iraqis and a U.S. soldier 
were killed. 

Skirmishes between U.S. troops 
and Muqtada al-Sadr’s militia have 
grown deadlier as the military steps 
up pressure on the anti-American 
cleric while trying to avoid an offen- 
sive in the Shiite holy city of Najaf. 

Meanwhile, Iraqi Governing 
Council member Mohammed Bahr 
al-Ulloum delivered a message to 
al-Sadr from 500 influential Shiites 
calling on his militia to leave Najaf, 
another council member said. 

In Najaf, U.S. troops battled 
al-Mahdi Army fighters outside a 
cemetery near the Imam Ali Shrine, 
Iraq's holiest Shiite site. The soldiers 
opened fire on militiamen who had 
ambushed them. The Army says al- 
Sadr’s militiamen are hiding weap- 
ons in the cemetery, the world’s larg- 
est with 5 million graves. (ap)

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Bombs Jolt Athens 
Ahead of Olympics 


With 100 days to go, 
blasts fray nerves but 
cause no injuries 


ATHENS, GREECE | Greece’s attempts 
to calm security fears about the 
Summer Olympics were rocked by 
three bombs that exploded before 
dawn Wednesday, 100 days before 
the games begin. 

The government assigned top 
anti-terrorist agents to investi- 
gate the bombings, which dam- 
aged a suburban police station 
but caused no injuries. 

Officials insisted there was no 
link to the Aug. 13-29 Olympics and 
that the bombings were likely car- 
ried out by self-styled anarchists or 
other domestic extremists. Premier 
Costas Caramanilis called the bomb- 
ing “an isolated incident which does 
not affect whatsoever the safety of 
the Olympic preparation.” 

An anonymous caller to an 
Athens newspaper warned of the 


bombings about 10 minutes in 
advance. There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for the attacks, 
carried out with sticks of dynamite 
rigged with alarm clocks that explod- 
ed within a half-hour span in the 
suburb of Kalithea. The area is not 
near any key Olympic sites. 

The bombs appeared intended to 
cause casualties, police said. Parts of 
the building, which includes several 
police agencies, were damaged and 
windows were shattered in nearby 
apartments. 

Olympic organizers have spent 
more than $1.2 billion on security, 
including assistance from NATO. 

Last week, the IOC said it had 
taken out a $170 million insurance 
policy to protect against the Athens 
Games being called off because of 
war, terrorism or natural disasters. 
The unprecedented policy is to guar- 
antee that the IOC and its affiliated 
bodies have enough money to con- 
tinue operations in the event of a 
cancellation.

The government 
offered a fund of $24.3 million 
for artists whose finances suffer 
because of the reform. But critics 
said they are not satisfied and want 
to use the festival, which starts May 
12 in the glitzy Riviera resort, to 
stage highly visible protests. (ap) 


Georgian’s 
Exit Defuses 
Standoff 


BATUMI, GEORGIA | Jubilant protest- 
ers celebrated in the streets of the 
capital of the Adzharia province 
early Thursday after officials said 
the province’s strongman leader 
Aslan Abashidze had resigned. 

Abashidze reportedly left with 
Russian Security Council head Igor 
Ivanov. President Mikhail Saakash- 
vili later made an announcement on 
Georgian television. “We now must 
have calm at the beginning of our 
new life,’ Saakashvili said. 

Tensions had brewed between 
Adzharia and the central govern- 
ment since Saakahsvili was elected in 
January. He made bringing Adzharia 
under government control a top pri- 
ority, saying that Abashidze ran the 
province like a feudal lord. 

On Sunday, Abashidze ordered

Another Try ata 
Panda Pregnancy 


With hopes dimming, 
vets try to artificially 
inseminate Mei Xiang 


WASHINGTON | With chances of 
a successful mating fading for 
another year, veterinarians at the 
National Zoo attempted to artifi- 
cially inseminate their five year- 
old female panda. But officials 
said Wednesday that even if Mei 
Xiang does not bear a cub, the 
knowledge gained from the effort 
will be worthwhile. 

Zoo officials had not planned to 
artificially inseminate Mei Xiang, but 
decided to make an attempt Sunday 
afternoon. Because she could not be 
knocked out for the procedure, the 
veterinary team opted for a less inva- 
sive technique using a catheter. 


“We tried to deposit a billion 
sperm in her, and it may be enough 
to get through the cervix for a preg- 
nancy,’ said Dr. JoGayle Howard, 
a reproductive scientist at the zoo. 
Semen collected from Tian Tian 
and frozen last year for research 
was used. 

Pandas are capable of conceiv- 
ing for only two days a year, and 
researchers are not sure whether 
the procedure was performed soon 
enough after ovulation to lead to fer- 
tilization. 

If no cub is produced this year, 
officials may be prepared to allow 
the pandas to try again naturally 
next year, but they will also stop 
feeding Mei Xiang in time to 
attempt a more conventional arti- 
ficial insemination process involv- 
ing anesthesia. perRILL HOLLY (AP)

Moore’s 9/11 Film 


Eisner says company 
is Nonpartisan, won't 
release anti-Bush film 


ENTERTAINMENT | Michael Moore's 
“Fahrenheit 9/11,” which criticizes 
President Bush’s handling of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks and con- 
nects the Bush family with Osama 
bin Laden’s, won’t be released 
through Miramax Films on orders 
from parent company Disney. 

Moore believes Disney is worried 
the film will endanger tax breaks 
the company receives from Florida, 
where Jeb Bush is governor. 

The director says on his Web 
site that he was told Tuesday about 
Disney's decision. But Disneyspokes- 
woman Zenia Mucha said he has 
known since May 2003 that Mira- 
max would not release his film. 

Disney chief executive Michael 
Eisner told CNBC television Wed- 
nesday that his company “did not 
want a film in the middle of the polit- 


ical process. ... We're such a nonpar- 
tisan company and our guests that 
participate in all of our attractions 
do not look for us to take sides.” 

Moore won an Oscar for his 2002 
documentary “Bowling for Colum- 

bine.” The film 
earned $21.5 mil- 
lion at the box office, 
making it the high- 
est-grossing docu- 
mentary ever. 

Meanwhile, Sen. 
Frank Lautenberg, 
a Democrat, has asked the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, Science 
and Transportation for a hearing on 
what he called a “disturbing pat- 
tern of politically based corporate 
censorship.” 

Lautenberg argued Wednesday 
in a letter to committee chairman 
Sen. John McCain that Disney, 
through Miramax, has the violent 
“Kill Bill — Vol. 2” in theaters now, 
but is blocking Moore’s film based 
on its political viewpoint. (ap)

Stewart’s Motion for New Trial Denied 


TRIALS | A judge refused to grant 
Martha Stewart a new trial Wed- 
nesday, dismissing a long-shot appeal 
based on claims that a juror lied to 
conceal a bias against the celebrity 
homemaking entrepreneur.

Whether or not the charges are 
true, Cedarbaum wrote, they do not 
meet the legal standard of showing 
the juror would have been excused

Most money donated 
by late-driver'’s fans has 
yet to be sent to charity 


CHARITY | In the weeks after Dale 
Earnhardt was killed in a crash at 
the Daytona 500, mourning fans 
sought to honor him by sending 
money to a charitable fund in his 
name. 

More than three years later, the 
bulk of that money — around $3 
million — is still sitting in a bank 
account. 

A charity watchdog group 
recently questioned why, and it 
criticized the way the fund is being 
administered.

Swanson said only about $110,000 
has been donated from the fund. 

The fund’s relative inactivity drew 
criticism from the Chicago-based 
American Institute of Philanthropy 
in its April newsletter. 

“People that send money expect 
that the money be spent within a 
year or two, not that it be sat on for

FILM| The average animated feature 
requires hundreds of thousands of 
drawings: concept designs, charac- 
ter sketches, storyboards. Though 
filled with violent, dreamlike 
phantasmagorias, an animated 
short by William Kentridge takes

Pictures in Motion 


DANCE | In the early days of MTV 
there were two kinds of videos. 
One was a film of a band playing 
live. The other involved a concept. 
For instance, warring street gangs 
learn peace and the moonwalk from 
aman wearing one white glove. Both 
kinds, typically, featured pretty girls 
and boys. 

Washington’s acclaimed 
CityDance Ensemble, which suffers 
no deficit of pulchritude, is injecting 
some art into the hoary old concept 
video. They call this new art form 
“dance film.” And they've joined with 
Dance Place to present the best from 
around the country. 

Rather than using a station- 


ary camera set up at the back of 
the room. In contrast, dance films 
employ the techniques of filmmaking 
— fades, edits, slow motion, super- 
imposed images, close-ups. It also 
takes the movement to outdoor loca- 
tions and real buildings. 

Of course, film and stage require 
very different types of performance. 
But in an era of slashed arts budgets, 
high gas prices and cheap filmmak- 
ing tools, dance films make sense.

Prisoner Abuse

ALEXANDRA ARRIAGA, director of 
government relations at Amnesty 
International, was online Wednesday 
to discuss the treatment of prisoners 
in lraq atthe Abu Ghraib prison and in 
other facilities around the world. 


How convincing are the assertions 
of administration and military offi- 
cials that these were the actions of 
only a few individual soldiers, and 
not directed or approved by intelli- 
gence or other higher officials? 

Lastyear, Amnesty International 
raised similar concerns about mis- 
treatment of prisoners in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, based on interviews 
with former detainees. We are 
extremely concerned that there is 
a pattern, which suggests that the 
command structure is either con- 
doning such actions or turning a 
blind eye. 


You said Amnesty International was 
previously aware of abuses. Where 
did you take that information? 

Amnesty International pre- 
sented its findings about prison 
conditions in Iraq to the Coalition 
Provisional Authority in June and 
again in July 2003. The CPA did not 
dispute the accuracy of the cases we 
documented. We are not aware of 
any instructions or systemic chang- 
es as a result of the concerns that 
we and others raised. 


Has Amnesty International or any 
other human rights group been 
allowed to monitor the treatment 
of prisoners taken since 9/11, such 
as detainees at Guantanamo Bay, 
or Afghan and Iraqi POWs? 

Amnesty International has been 
denied access to the prisons and 
detention centers run by the United 
States in Iraq, Afghanistan, and 
Guantanamo Bay, despite repeated 
requests. We have visited prisons in 
Libya and Russia, for example. 

In our current reporting on 
Iraq, we have relied on interviews 
with former detainees and asked 
U.S. officials to investigate the 
allegations.
